1. ‘They have pofitive orders to oy vie the renun- 
ciation of the rights which might be pretended to 
be derived from this title, but further and formally 
of the title itfelf. ‘Ihe eftablifhment of the French 
republic, and the a¢knowledg ment of this form of 
government by the’king of England, will not allow 
of his retainitig a title which would imply the exttt- 
ence in France of an order of things which is atan 
end. : , 

2. The minifters plenipotentiary of the Republic 
are ordered to demand the refticution of the veffels 
taken or deftroyed at Toulon. 

Great Britain has publicly declared that thefe 
veflels were taken in traft for the king of France. 
This traf is facred. It inconteftibly belongs to 
the republic, which exercifes the rights and the fo- 
vereignity that Great Britain attributed to Louis 
XVII, at the period of the capture of Toulon. His 
Britannic majelty cannot, therefore, 10 acknowledg- 
ing the French republic, deny its right to the refti- 
tution required, or refufe either to make the ref- 
titution, or to offer an equivalent for it. 

. The minifters plenipotenti. ry have orders to. 
demand and do demand, the renunciation, on the 
part of his Britanic majefly of the mortgage on Bel- 

ium, 
' That country was mortgaged for the loans made 
by the Emperor in England. _It has become an in- 
tegral part of the French republic, and cannot re- 
main burthened with fuch a mortgage. 

The minifters plenipotentiary of the French re- 
public requeft lord Malmefbury to accept the aflu-% 
rance of their higa confideration.

No. 17. A difpatch from Lord Grenville to 
Lord Malmefbury, July 13, expreflive of furprife at 
the three claims of the French.—It flates, that any 
explanation on the fubje& of the Auftrian Joans cannot 
neceflarily be intreduced into the pending negociation ; 
that the king neither forms nor has any intention of 
forming any demand on the French government for the 
intereft or capital of thefe loans. It is tothe Emperor 
alone, to the Auftrian government and its revenue, 
that hig majefly and individuals concerned, look for 
the performance of the Imperial engagements.” It 
concludes without adding any thing on the two other 
claims of the Republic. 

No. 18. Difgatch from Lord Malmefbury ‘to 
Lord Grenville, July 10, containing an account of 
the fpecial conference which he held with the French: 
plenipotentiaries on the roth in’. the object of which 
was to refume the difcuffion of the article of the pro-! 
jet, to which the latter had objeéted in their laft con- 
verfation. Que of the plenipotentiaries, whe obferved

of a portion of the vegal authority of France.” To. 
this one of his colleagues added, a proteftation, that 
their only object in wifhing not to renew thefe treaties, 
was to give permanency to that whieh they were about 
forming : that by adopting fuch a number, en maf, 
without examination, might hereafter occafion difficul- 
ties. ‘lo which the Britith minifter replied, that as 
the treaties alluded te were the only acknowledgments 
of the tenure by which the fovereigns of Europe, and | 
particularly the French Republic held their dominions, | 
and had become the law of nations, it was anwife and | 
unfafe not to renew them in the prefent negociation, 
A “ conciliatory aod even amicable” converfation en- 
fued: ‘The Freach miniiters being willing to renew 
fuck of thofe treaties as were connected with the can- 
dition of Europe, and the Britith defirous of adopting 
them in tota They parted to meet again on the fame’ 
fubject. 

No. 19. From the fame to the fame, dated at) 
Lifle July 16, mentioning the receipt of a note from’ 
the French plenipotentiaries, (which is fketched in} 
No. 20) to which be returned, No. 21, to which) 
No. 22 isa reply —A conference was the confequence | 
of thefe notes.—Lord Malmeibury opened. the conver- | 
fation by obferving tbat if he underftood the intention 
of the Directory it required as a fine qua preliminary, 
that his Britannic majefty fhould reftore to each and all 
of his enemies every thing that had been conquered 
during the war. If he was correct in his idea, it would 
not only prevent the treaty from beginning, but would 
deprive his majefty of every means of treating ; for it 
could not be expected a treaty of all ceffion and no 
comrpenfation would ever be agreed to. One of the 
plenipotentiaries then affured his lordthip that fo 











fincere wih of the Direétory’that it fhould procee 
haitily, and end fuccefsfully ; and that any propofals 
which were not ‘fl with their facred engage- 





ments, fhould be carefully liftened to. Lord Malmeibury 
after receiving afluranees that the Directory would lilten 
to ilipulations of mutual conceffion and compenfation, 
departed from the conference, to difpatch the refult to 
his court. 

No. 20. The note from the French plenipoten- 
tiaries .o lord Malmefbury, alluded to above. It 
ftates, that having jalt received in@ructions and or- 
ders from the Directory on the fubject of his lord- 
fhip’s note, it is neceflary to make this declaration— 
«« There exit in the treaties by which France is alli- 
ed to Spaia and the Batavian republic, articles by 
which the three powers refpeCtively guarantee to each 
the territories poflefled before the war.” The Re- 
public therefore eftablifhes as an indifoenfable preli- 
minary cf the negociation with England, the con- 
fent of his Britannic majefty t© the reftitution of all 
the pofleilions which he occupies not only from the 
French republic, but of thofe of Spain and Batavia. 
The French plenipotentiaries, in confequence of 
this, defire lord Malmefbury to explain himfelf with 
regard to the f{ubjeé of reftirution ; and if he is not 
fuficiently authorifed to confent to it, to fend a wel- 
fenger to his court to procure the neceflary powers. 
The conference for this day was deferred on account 
of this communication. 

No. 2t. From lord Malmefbury in anfwer to the 
foregoing. He declares himfelf not authorifed to 
accede to the propofition contained in their note; 
but that in order to prevent the pofiibility of mifun- 
derftandings on fo important an occafion, folicits an 
interview for to-morrow, after which he will difpatch 
a meflenger to his court. 

No. 22. From the Frerch p!eripotentisries a- 
greeing to the propofed conférence, for to-morrow. 

No. 23. Difpatch from lord Grenville to lord 
Malmefbury, dated London July 20, 1797. It begins 
with exprefling’ a concern at being obliged to obfetve 
that the claim of the French plenipotentiary is fo extra- 
ordinary ia itfelf, and fo inconfiftent with their ‘former 
profeflions, as to afford but little hope of a happy termi- 
nation of the prefent negociation. Although the moft 
natura! {tep would be to terminate at once a negociation 
which. on the footing propofed by the enemy, precludes 
the poflibility of mutual conceffion and reflitution ; yet, 
as the French plenipotentiaries have intimated a willing- 
nefs to liften to propofals of reciprocal reilitution and 
compenfation, and in order to jag uatried nothing 


that.can promote the return of peace, it is his majefty’s

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l expreffed their repugnance to the renewal of the treaties | ‘« France, treating in conjunction with her allies, and 


in their name cannot, with any pretence of juftice or 
fairnefs, oppofe her treaties with them as obftacies in the 
way of a reafonable propofal of peace in which they are 
included.” ¢ It never can be allowed, that France, 
Spain and Holland, negociating jointly for a peace with 
Great Britain, can. fet up, as a bar to our juit claims, 
the treaties between thenalelves.’ * ‘This principle even 
were it admitted to operate, could not extend to private 
treaties, or to fecret articles.’—Then follow a number 
of obfervations to prove. that this pretence fet up by 
France is altogether frivelous and il ; that if the 
were difpofed te negociate, the treati¢s of Holland and 
Spain need be no impediment : and concludes with re- 
quelting his lordfhip to demand of the republica counter 
proet, explicitly {tating the whole of what they have*to. 
alk inftead of bringing forward feparate points one after 
another, contrary to the avowed principle of negociation 
propofed by themfelves.. In complying with this de- 
mand, to which they cannot reafonably objet, the Di- 
rectory will place the bufinefs on its real iffie, and bring 
diftin@ly into queftion, the feveral points ‘on which the’ 
conclufion. of peace or the prolongation of war, wilk 
really depend. " vi 

No. 24. From the fame, to the fame, with the 
fame date, It confits of animadverfions on the af- 
fertion refpe@ing the Portuguefe thips at Toulon, 
made by one of the French plenipotentiaries, and 
on that reipe@ing the treaty of Pilnitz. Several 
obfervations are made on thefe topics, which, having 
no coanection with the progrefs of the negociation, 
but made to remove the mifunderftandings of the par- 
ties, we Omit. 

No, 25. Difpatch from lord Malmefbury, to 
lord Grenvilie, July 25 acquainting his lordfhip, 
that on the receipt of his difpatches Nos. 19 and 20, 
he had a conference with the French plenipotghtiaries 
and related to them, in the words of his inftru@tions. 
thatthe terms propofed as a preliminary article, 
inadmiffible by the king his mafter: and thay 


ailed projet our conditions, it was but seafonable 
‘that we fhould expect a counter-projet fromthem. On. 
the inadmifiibility of their terms, one of the pleni-. 
potentiaries remarked, that they coulddo no more 
than “take them forreference; that fuch were the, 
orders of the Directory, and requefted his lordthip 
to ftate in writing the feveral grounds on which his. 
majefty rejected their propofition—On the fecond 
point, he conceived that the beft method for accel- 
erating the bufinels would be for the DireGory to 
furnifh his lordfhip with a plan ofa contre-projet s and. 
that till further inftruclions from the Direét>ry the 
negociation cou!d not procecd—Here his lordthip 
remarked, that he underftood at a former confer- 
ence, that the French plenipotentiaries were empow- 
ere to enter into explanations concerning mutual ref- 
titution and indemnity ;—if fo, he fhould be happy 
to proceed to the confideration of any propofition 
agreeabie to the bafis laid down in the projet deli- 
vered, After fome helitatiop, one of the French 
minitters replied, that as the prefent was an impor- 
tant juncture of the negociation, and perhaps would 
be decifive of its fate, it would be beft to wait an an- 
fwer on this fabje& from Paris. A mutual dclara- 
tion of withes for a fpeedy and happy termination of 
negociation foltowed, and the minitters’ parted, a- 
greeing on the propriety there was of each advan- 
cing a feparate projet. 7 
No. 26. Note fran» lord Malnmefbury, to the

The'minifter plenipotentiary of his Britannic majefty 
has tranfmitted to his court, the note which was deliver- 
ed to himthe 1 sth of this month, by the minifters ple

preferve the power to modify, by mutual confent, the 
conditions by which they may be engaged to each other, 
whenever their common interefts may require it: con- 
fequently the propo ition made to the king of a general 
and gratuitous reftitution, as an indifpenfable prelimiaa- 
ry, would neceflarily impute to his Catholic majetty, 
and to the Batavian republic, difpofitions far lefs pacific 
than thofe which animate the French republic. 





Vhat moreover, in confequence of what paffed in the 
firft conferences. lord Ma mefbury has always thought 
himfelf entitled to expeét that the king, his matter, 
would find a compenfation for the facrifices he was 
ready to make for peace, in retaining a part of his con-| 
guefls ! and he was the lefs able to forefve any obftacle 
on account of the fecret articles of the treaties which 
bind the French republic, as the principles of compenr- 
f.tioa was acknowledged by a formal and pofitive de- 
claration made in the namie of the :xecutive Directory, 
and communicated in an officia! Note, dated the 27th 
of November 1796 ; a declaration pofterior to the com 
pletion of thofe treaties. 

It was therefore, in order to remove as much as pofl- 
ble every dificulty. that, in the projeet of a treaty which 
lord Malmefbury has delivered to the minifers plentpo 
tentiary of the French republic, the alternative was left 
to France, to fettle this compenfation on its own pof- 
feflions, or on thofe of its allies : But the abfolute re- 
fufal of this alternative appears to do away the only 
means of conciliating every intereft, and of arriving at 
an honourable, juft and permanent peace. 

He again requefts the minifters plenipotentiary of the 
French republic to accept the affu:ance of his high con- 
fderation. .

cumftances: That, anxious as | was not to prejudice 
it by any repre entations of mine, I mutt fay, this delay 
placed me in a very aukward pofition, as | really did 
not perceive how | could account for itin a way at all 
fatisfatory at the fame time that it was quite impoflible 
for me to fuffer a longer {pace of time to pafs over with- 
out writing to my court. n 

One of the French plenipotentiaries expreffed his 
earneft with that I would write immediately; he 
wa’ confident this delay would be feen in its true 
light; and added, ‘Sinous n’avancons pas a pas 
de Géant j’efpere que nous marchons d’un pas for.” 
And another of them repeated this phraie. 

! expreffed my fincere hope this might be the cafe, 
but it would have been much better proved by the 
communication of the counter proje& they had ina 
manner pledged themfelves to procure, than by any 
vague and indeterminate aflurances of what might 
pofibly be the refult of the prefent fufpenfion of all 
bufinefs. They ob/ferved to me, that the counter 
proje& would of coarfe be (virtually) contained ia 
the next inttruétions, and that their only motive 
for wifhing te fee me ‘vas to convince me that this 
delay had neither originated with them, nor been 
occafioned at Paris, by the want of attention to 
this important bufinefs, or from any caufe not im- 
mediately and clofely connected with it. 

I defired to know from them when they thought 
it probable they fhould receive pofitive and explicit 
inftructions, whether in three, four, or five s Pe 
They faid, it would be probably eight or ten. And 
one of them obferved, that as our not meeting more 
frequently gave rife to many idle rumours and falfe 
ieports, Le would propofe to me, if I had no objec- 
tion, to meet every other day at2 o’clock: thae it 
was very poflible, that in our next two or three meet- 
ings we might have nothing material to fay, but 
that we fhould get better acquainted with each other, 
and in our converfiations mutually fuggeft ideas 
+ ay might be of ufe. I readily confented to 
this. ‘4 

I had a conference again this morning. As I was 
very defirous of being enabled to tranfrit to your

What paffed on the 12th was rather more intereft- 
ing. Thereturn of Mr. Wefley afforded mea very 
natural opportunity of exprefling the impatience 
with which an anfwer to my laft note was expected 
by my court; that three wecks bad now clarfea 
fince its tranfinifion; and that although I by no 
means withed to infinwate that -‘ue attention has not 
been paid to fo very important a fubjeét as that on 
which we were weating, yet [ could not but greatly 
lament, that day after day fhould be allow<d to pafs 
away without our procceding at all in the great bufi- 
neis for which we were met. One of the French 
ministers faid, that it wasimpoffible I could lament 
this delay more than they did ; that they had already 
declared to me that it was oceafioned by a with not 
to Create but to remove difficulties; and they could 
aflure me pofitively,*that the French government 
had no other object in view, and that I thould jind, 
when once began fairly ta negociate, we fhould pro- 
ceed very rapidly, 

I replied, it wes indeed very material to make 
good the time we had loft. The French minifter an- 
{wered, you would not call it time lof if you kaew 
how it was employed. On my expreffing, by my 
manner. a with to be informed, he went on, by fry- 
ing, we will not {cruple to tell you, though we feel 
we ought not yet to do it officially, that we arecon- 
fulting with our allies; that we have communicated 
to them all that hus paffed here ; we have ftated that, 
unlefs they mean to continue the war, they muft re- 
leafe us from our engagements, and enable us, ina 
certain degree, to meet your propofals. 

The conference of to-day is this moment over. 
One of the French plenipotentiaries informed me, 
that he had received this morning a letter from the 
prefident of the Directory, affuring himthat in four 
orfi ve davs they would receive their final inflruéti- 
ons; aud he added of himfelf, that he trafed thefe 
would befuch as would enable us to continue -.cur 
work without any farther interruption.

Breymer and Beicher, of Halifax, Novafco- 
tia. for £. 37 Hallifax currency inthe azme*of He- 
leir Hocguard, who, he faid, was an inhabirant of 
New-Jerfey, but from the fimilarity between the in- 
dorfation and the fignature. there is not the fmallef 
doubt of its being a forgery. Though he fays he 
came out a lieutenant in the 18th Light Dragoons, 
with Major Chriftmafs, his name is not in the War- 
Office litlofthe army, for 4797—nor did he know 
the names of officers in this regiment, or of the 
Agentsto it, or whether they refided in London or
